G.S.R. 429(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 
of Foreigners Act, 1946 (31 of 1946), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following Order further to amend the Foreigners (Restricted 
Areas) Order, 1963, namely :— 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Foreigners (Restricted Areas) 
Amendment Order, 1984. 

(2) It shall come into force on the 3rd June, 1984 and shall remain 
in force for two months. 

2. In Schedule I to the Foreigners (Restricted Areas) Order, 1963, 
after itejn 5, the following item shall be added at the end namely :— 

"6. Every district in the State of Punjab”. 
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
